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a THE FAYARD FAMILY 


This paper represents a continuation in a series of short 
histories of the First Families of the French colony of Louisiana with 
strong Gulf Coast roots. So much credit is to be given to these two 
pioneers of the Gulf Coast area that even in a short historical sketch as 
this, at least some recognition can be given to members of that hardy band 
of pioneers, who fought the elements, politics and native Americans to con- 
struct the beginnings of a heritage which all of us now share. In this case 
the two individuals are Jean Faillard dit LaLancette and Francoise Fisseau. 
Now and then a family name appears which, if followed through, might 
completely disappear from the records. This disappearance is not because of 
a lack of male descendants or a complete exit from the area by the whole 
family; rather, it is often the result of a peculiar system used by several 
European countries, which allows an individual to adopt a second name and simply 
attach it to his own, thereby literally giving that person two family names. 
The French were great in this respect, permitting a man who had done a 
service for his country to add a second name and wrote the whole name, or 
one name or the other, as his signature. This is particularly true in the 
ease of Jean Faillard dit LaLancette, Jean Faillard called (known as) 
LaLancette. 
Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was a soldier in the service of France 


in Louisiana during the late 1730's, 1740's and possibly the 1750's and later. 


During the administration of Governor Vaudreuil, between 1743 and 1753 
several censuses of the Louisiana colony were taken, and, ostensibly, all 
citizens were registered. One such census involved the military, taken in 
1745, which gave the name of each soldier and his alias or nickname or second 
name, whichever was the case. Jean is listed in this census as Jean Faillard 


dit LaLancette. (The Vaudreuil Papers, Bill Barron, Polyanthos Press, New 


Orleans, La., P- 99.) 
Jean Faillard dit LaLancette's family background is not known. 
However, for what it is worth, the following information regarding a family 


of LaLancettes is recorded in First Families of Louisiana, by Glenn R. Conrad. 


1. “LaLancette, soldier, his wife with him" on the boat LePhilippe, 
1-26-1719, Vol. I, p- 36. 


2. Lalancette — died October 11, 1721, soldier and barber, Vol. II, 
p. 79. 


3. Death of Charles LaLancette — buried September 5, 1726, aged 3, 
of unknown parents, Vol. II, p- 99. 


4. Death of Jeanne LaLancette — February 5, 1727, aged 26 or 27, 
native of Dunkirk, Vol. II, ps 105: 


The LaLancette listed above, who died in October, 1721, could have 
been the LaLancette on the ship, Le Philippe. Jeanne could have been his 
wife. The child, Charles, cannot be explained, unless he had been five years 
old. In that case, he could have been the son of Jeanne and LaLancette. In 
any event, this is the earliest known family by the name LaLancette. The next 
time we read of a LaLancette or Fayard is ina legal situation involving Jean 
Fayard dit LaLancette. 

It would seem that Jean Faillard dit LaLancette would have been 
porn in the colony. The reason for this supposition is that Jean is married 
by 1744 to Francoise Fisseau, who was born in 1728. Had Jean come to the colony 
as a child in 1720, or been born there, his age would approximate somewhat the 
age of Francoise. If he came earlier, and there is no record of this, his 


age would have been more out of proportion with hers. In 1744 she was 16 


years old. It is recognized, though, that older men frequently married 
younger girls and had rather large families. It is, then, that there is a 
considerably difficult situation here to show that Jean Fayard dit LaLancette 
is a son of the LaLancette who died in 1721. Yet, the author is of this 
belief. The earlier LaLancette was a soldier and, perhaps, Jean follows in 
the footsteps of his father. This is, though, strictly speculation, but it 
seems plausible that a son could have been born to this LaLancette and managed 
to survive his difficult early years, possibly being reared an orphan in 
another home and then follows the profession of his father. 

It is said that Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was from Canada, the 
aise of Pierre Fayard of France and Catherine Arbour. In the Dictionnaire 
National des Canadiens Francais (1608-1760), Volume I, p. 484, by Msgr. 
Irenée Lussier of the Institut Genealogique Drouin of Montreal, Canada, can 
be found Jean Fayard dit LaFeuillade, son of Pierre and Catherine Arbour, of 
St. Gervais, Commune de Videix, diocese of Limoges, Limousin, France. How- 
ever, this Jean Fayard dit Lafeuillade married Catherine Thibaut on November 
25, 1754, in Montreal. At the same time, Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was 
married in Louisiana to Francoise Fisseau and already had several children by 
1754 and others would follow after that date. It would seem, then, that 
further consideration of this Canadian Jean as an ancestor to Gulf Coast 
families would not be correct. Even the alias, LaFeuillade, is not the same. 

There are still other genealogists who think, but do not insist on, 
that the Fayard family of early Detroit and Illinois might be ancestors to 


the Coast Fayards. However, in the Michigan Pioneer and Historical Society 


Journal, Volume XXXIII, 1904, there is a reference to the Cadillac Papers 


giving the census of Detroit in the year 1710. A Francois Fafard dit Delorme, 
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farmer, a Jean Fafard and his daughter, Marguerite, are mentioned. But no 


connection can be seen between this Fafard family and the Fayards of the Gulf 


Coast. 


The name LaLancette, as was seen earlier, was an added name preceded 


by the French word "dit" ("known as" or "called"). At times the name Fayard 


was used, yet at other times the same person was called LaLancette. The two 


names were interchangeable. LaLancette continued to be used, particularly 


in the Bay St. Louis-Delisle area until the late 1820's or thereabouts, 


after which it seems to have disappeared. 


One can only imagine the primitive conditions under which the im- 


migrants in Louisiana lived, and, given the hot, humid weather, the river, 


floods and other natural problems, it is not a wonder that some families 


literally died out early. Medical services were probably available but not 


necessarily adequate for the region. 


Inasmuch as the marriage records for the 1740's are ne longer 


extant, having been destroyed by the elements or by the great New Orleans 


French Quarter fire of 1788, no record can be provided for the marriage 


between Jean Fayard dit LaLancette to Francoise Fisseau. It seems that Jean, 


the soldier, was married to Francoise Fisseau in the early 1740's. The birth 


of the first recorded child, Marie Anne, took place in Natchitoches on September 


6, 1744, so it is presumed that either at the time of the marriage, or a short 


time thereafter, Jean is with the service in Natchitoches. Another daughter, 


Marie Louise, is born in Natchitoches. Another daughter, Marie Louise, is 


born in Natchitoches. The two baptisms are recorded in the Archives of St. 


Francis Church in Natchitoches. 


"On September 7, 1744, I, the undersigned Capuchin 
Priest, Curate of the Parish of St. Francis of Natchitoches, 
have baptized with the ordinary ceremonies of the Church, 
Marie Anne, born of the legitimate marriage of Jean Fayard, 


soldier in the regiment of the marine detachment, and 
Francoise LaGarrene (Fisseau) . Godparents are Jean 
Maderne, resident of this Post, and Marie LaCroix, who 
signed on the day, month and year as above."

"On September 9, 1746, I, a Capuchin Missionary 
Apostolic Priest, Curate of the parish of St. Francis 
of the Natchitoches Post, have baptized with the ordinary 
ceremonies of the Church, Marie Louise, the legitimate 
daughter of Jean Fallyar (Fayard) LaLancette and 
Francoise Phisot, her father and mother. Godparents are 
Jean Louis Tresar, called Provencal, and Marie Francoise 
Bourdon who signed with me the day and year as above."

It would seem that shortly after the birth of Marie Louise, the 


Fayards moved back to New Orleans, because the initiation of a civil suit 


before the French Superior Council of Louisiana is instituted on May 21, 1748. 


However, before taking up the details of the suit, it would be good to give 


some background on the wife of Jean Fayard, Francoise Fisseau. 


Francoise Fisseau was the daughter of Nicolas Fisseau and Marie- 


anne LaGarenne or Legare. The marriage record is in Marriage Book A, pages 


49 and 50, of the St- Louis Cathedral, New Orleans, and reads as follows: 


"On May 4, 1722, after the publication of two 
banns between Nicolas Fiso, native of Paris, the parish 
of St. Denis, and Marianne Legare, native of Paris, the 
parish of St. Antoine, and not having found any impediment, 
iT, ‘the undersigned, certify the two united together by the 
sacrament of marriage with the ordinary ceremonies of the 
Church in the presence of Antoine Barthelemy Legare, father 
of the girl, Francois Herinane, Jean Villars, Jean Christophe, 
Jean Philippe Laprairie, uncle of the girl, who made a mark 
only, declaring that they could not write to sign, with the 
exception of Francois Herinane who signed with me."

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Several children were born to this union: Francoise (b. 1728, 


Volume II, Conrad, First Families of Louisiana), Marie Louise, Anne Marie, 


who died October 16, 1728, at three years of age (Conrad, Vol. II, p. 120) 
and Anne Nicolle (BB 1, p. 70, died September 1/7, 1731,six months old, 
(Funeral Bk. 1, p- 70). The two known survivors, Francoise and Marie 

Louise would play a great part in the settlement of many areas of the Gulf 
Coast, particularly with the thousands of descendants that would follow them. 
Marie Louise would marry Jean Baptiste Ladner, who, from all indications, 

was a son of the original Christian Ladner and hiw wife, Marie Barbe Counal. 
Francoise would be ancestor to all the Fayards of the Gulf Coast. 

Nicolas Fisseau died about 1733 and does so intestate. Asa 
consequence, his wife and her two daughters are the only legal heirs. As 
will be seen, French law will recognize the rights of each. 

It was some time later that the widow Fisseau, Marieanne LaGarenne, 
married a soldier named Pierre DeLorme, who apparently was stationed in 
New Orleans, because he seemed to be available for the suit proceedings that 
would take place beginning with the petition of Jean Fayard, presented to the 
Council for his wife, on May 21, 1748. No marriage record exists, but this 
couple, Pierre DeLorme and Marieanne LaGarenne, probably were married in New 
Orleans, and, in all probability, moved to the Gulf Coast area, where their 
childred raised their families. In any event Pierre and Marieanne continued 
to live in the family home for a while. 

Because of the fact that Marieanne continued to live in her first 
husband's home, and because his own wife, Francoise, was receiving nothing 
from her father's estate, Jean Fayard (a spelling to be used from now on) 
went before the Superior Council for redress. 

It was probably on his return to New Orleans, after the military 


stay in Natchitoches, that a strong difference of opinion developed concerning 


the estate. Francoise was receiving nothing, while Marieanne, her husband, 
Pierre, and Marie Louise were enjoying the benefits of the estate. This 

no doubt aggravated Jean and Francoise to the point of a suit. Inasmuch as 
Jean Fayard was literate (he signs most documents), he shoulders the burden 


of the suit in his wife's favor. 


The initial petition to the Superior Council was made by Jean 
Fayard on May 21, 1748, a document which he signs as "Payard." The copies 
of the originals of the documents used in this paper are from the Louisiana 
State Museum. They were translated by the author, who feels that despite the 


poor handwriting, the meaning of the passage, if an exact translation could 


not be made, has been faithfully maintained. 


Jean Fayard dit LaLancette humbly requests in the name 
of his wife, Francoise Fisseau, for a division of succession, 
saying that at the death of Nicholas Fisseau, he left two 
daughters, one of whom the suppliant married. Fisseau had 
left a house built on posts in the ground (stilts) on 2/3 of 
the land, a slave man, a slave woman and a slave child as 
seen through an inventory. It is stated that Marianne La 
Garenne, the surviving widow and mother of the two girls, had 
already sold 1/3 of the property, and fearing that through 
her husband's request (Pierre de Lorme), with whom she had 
contracted a second marriage, she would divert the little 
that remained from her children. 


This considered, Sirs, if you please, will permit the 
plaintiff, Fayard, to have cited at the first day of the 
next session of the Council, Pierre de Lorme, in his name 
as husband give up the share which accrues to the two 
daughters, one of whom is his wife, the other his sister-in- 
law. In this way justice would be done. : 


PETITION TO SUPERIOR COUNCIL BY 
JEAN FAYARD DIT LA LANCETTE FOR 
DIVISION OF SUCCESSION May 21, 1748 


The permission from the Council to cite Mr. De Lorme was given on 


the same day. It was signed by D'Auberville as follows: 


Permission is given to cite the defendant on the first 
day of the new session of the Council in New Orleans on May 


21, 1748.

PERMISSION TO CITE PIERRE DE LORME 
May 21, 1748 


On the following day, May 22, Mr. DeLorme was served notice of the 


citation. This was done by the sheriff of the day, LeNormand, who delivered 


the paper to Mr. deLorme's home, giving it to Mr. DeLorme himself. It orders 


deLorme to appear on a certain day and time before the Council to answer to 


the charges brought by Jean Fayard. 


On May 22, 1748, a notice of citation is made for 

Jean Fayard dit LaLancette of New Orleans, Louisiana, by 
Sheriff Le Normand, attached to the Superior Council of 
this Province of New Orleans, on Pierre de Lorme of New 
Orleans at his home. It is ordered that the said de Lorme 
must appear on the first Saturday of the month of June at 
nine o'clock in the morning in the chambers of the Superior 
Council, the first day of the new session, to respond to 


the charge made by Jean Fayard. 
NOTICE IS SERVED ON PIERRE DE LORME 


No date is given as to the appearance of Pierre de Lorme before 


the Superior Council, but it was no doubt "on the first Saturday of June, 


1748, at nine o'clock in the morning" as per the citation above. The ac 


counting takes place as ordered by the Council and follows in translation 


from the French. It is interesting to note the diverse debts mentioned in 


the accounting by de Lorme. French law would be strictly followed in 


these proceedings, so Mr. de Lorme probably had a lawyer draw up the general 


accounting of the Fisseau estate. 


The following accounting was rendered to Jean Fayard, 
husband of Francoise Fisseau. before the Superior Council 
of the Province of Louisiana, by Pierre de Lorme, in the 


name of Marianne LaGarenne, the Widow Fisseau, his wife. 


It is not necessary to give a lengthy account to such 
a demand because the plaintiff (Fayard) has never wanted any 
more than what is due to his wife, Francoise Fisseau, and 
that the lengthy requests of May 21, 1748, be responded to. 


The accountant (de Lorme) will have the honor to ex- 
plain it to the Court that the things left by the deceased 
Nicolas Fisseau included two adult negroes and one young 
child, an old house on stilts (posts in the ground) on two- 
thirds of a piece of land. The house was void of furniture; 
that the negro in the service

for which the accountant had 


Fisseau from France and 385 pounds which included 800 pounds 
due to the Company, for which discharge is available; the 
company also kept 125 pounds for the return ticket of Fisseau 
from France and 375 pounds which was given to the widow, which 
she used for herself and her daughters to pay for a lengthy 


illness endured. The accountant was not present at that time. 


When the young negro boy went to see his mother, who was 
in the service of one named Piosa, he drowned in a well. 


The slave woman left a boy of twelve and three small 
girls, one of six years, one of three and one of eighteen 


months. 


It was stated in the contract of marriage between 
Nicolas Fisseau, the deceased, and Marianne La Garenne, that 
she had brought a dowry of 300 pounds, half of which was com— 
munity property, the other half would be hers by right; that 
the same contract stipulated that 100 pounds would go to 
the survivor; that according to custom a widow in mourning 
would be given 100 pounds, something she hoped for. 


The accountant said that he had paid 20 pounds for the 
funeral expenses and 10 pounds for pallbearers; that he had 
also paid a debt of the deceased Fisseau in the amount of 50 
pounds. It is also noted that the house had fallen into ruin 
and that the accountant had built a new house, even though 
his funds were not sufficient, requiring him to borrow 
157.10 pounds from Mr. Dubreuil, according to the attached 
record. 


Before the division can take place there must be raised: 


For the dowry 150 pounds 
For the survivor 100 pounds 
For the widow's mourning 100 pounds 
For the funeral expenses 20 pounds 
For the pallbearers 10 pounds 
For the payment of the debt 50 pounds 


For the note to Mr. Dubreuil 157.10 pounds 


It is to be noted that the wife of the accountant, 
during her widowhood, sold to a Mr. LaFontaine twenty-five 
feet of property. 


And, since the accountant wishes to avoid all causes of 
dispute, he asks that the Court put up for auction-sale all 
of the effects mentioned above to be sold to the highest 
bidder, in order to raise the 587.10 pounds. The remainder, 
over and above, is to be divided as follows: one-half to 
the widow Fisseau, wife of the accountant: the other half, 
allot 100 pounds, ordinarily given to a surviving wife and 
the remainder of the surplus to be divided between Francoise 
Fisseau, wife of LaLancette, and Marie Louise Fisseau, minor 
daughter, under the tutelage of her mother and you will be 
doing justice. 


It would seem that the first Saturday of June must have been 


June 1, for on that day the decision of the Council was rendered. 


Between Jean Fayard, called LaLancette, in the name 
of and as being married to Francoise Fisseau, Plaintiff, 
and Pierre de Lorme in the name of and as being married to 
Marianne LaGarenne, widow of Nicholas Fisseau, defendant. 
On the request made by Jean Fayard ordained and processed 
on the date of May 22 last, the said request exhibited 


that, since the death of Nicholas Fisseau, it is known 

he left things in favor of his two daughters. The demand 
is made after having married knowing he had left goods 
for all to use: a house on stakes and posts of earth, 
with two levels of land, one Negro man, one Negro woman 
and a Negro child. Marianne LaGarenne, mother of the two 


daughters, had already sold a third of the land, and 


fearing that it was at the request of Pierre de Lorme, 
her husband, with whom she contracted a second marriage, 
it was thought that she was going to divert the rest from 
her children. It is asked that Mr. DeLorme on the first 
part be condemned to wash his hands of the division of 
the property and participation in the inheritance of his 
wife, so as to get all for his wife rather than for his 
sister-in-law. For this he uses the total including ex- 


penses and ask that DeLorme render an account leaving 


everything together. The general trial is heard and the 
Council has ordained and does ordain that for equity in 
the division, the Council orders that movables of the suc- 
cession are to be sold, returns are to be divided, after 
raising what comes to the widow. The lot and house are to 
be sold judicially, to the profit of the heirs. The suc-— 


cession is to bear the costs. 


SUIT BY JEAN FAYARD DIT LA LANCETTE 
IN FAVOR OF HIS WIFE, FRANCOISE 
FISSEAU, AGAINST PIERRE DE LORME 
BEFORE THE SUPERIOR COUNCIL 

June 1, 1748 - Decision #12 


No doubt there was very little left from the estate after payment 


of the debts and after the widow's dowry was returned. However, a just 


distribution was arranged by the Council and that is what Jean Fayard was 


trying to obtain. 


The family of Jean and Francoise continued to grow. 


The following 


children were born subsequent to the birth in Natchitoches of Marieanne and 


Marie Louise. From all indications these were New Orleans births. It 


cannot be demonstrated that Jean and Francoise lived in the Biloxi area. 
(SLC means St. Louis Cathedral; MOB means Mobile Cathedral: BIL means Biloxi 
Cathedral. MB means Marriage Book, BB means Baptismal Book.) 


On December 22, 1748, I have baptized Pierre, son 
of Jean Fayard and Francoise Fisseau of legitimate 
marriage. Godparents are Pierre Sonnier and Marie Laclef, 
who signed with me the day and year as above.

On February 20, 1752, I, the Capuchin Superior of 
the mission, have baptized with the ordinary ceremonies 
of the Church, Jean, the legitimate son of LaLancette 
and Francoise Fisseau. Godparents are Jean Baptiste 
Prudhomme and Jeanne Montcard who have signed with me 
the day and year as above. 


BB) ITs, Pe 246; (SLC Father Dagobert 


On May 29, 1755, I, a Capuchin missionary priest, 
have baptized with the ordinary ceremonies of the Church 
Andre, the legitimate son of Jean LaLancette and Francoise 
Fisseau. Godparents are Andre Duroche and Jeanne La 
Fontaine. In faith of which I have signed the day and 
year as above.

On March 29, 1758, I, a Capuchin missionary apostolic 
priest, have supplied the ceremonies of baptism to Louis 
Fayard, born on January 29, 1758, of the legitimate mar- 
riage of Jean Fayard and Francoise Fissot, his father and 
mother, The child had as godparents Louis Bernard and 
Marie Francoise Gauthier, who declared they could not sign. 
In faith of which I have signed the day and year as above.

On July 20, 1760, I, the undersigned Capuchin mis- 
sionary priest, have baptized with the ordinary ceremonies 
of the Church, Pierre, born on June 20 of this year, of the 
legitimate marriage of Jean Fachard called LaLancette and 
Francoise Fisseau, his father and mother. Godparents are 
Pierre Louis Pantinette and Marie Jeanne Castel, who have 
made their ordinary marks because they did not know how to 
sign. In faith of which I have signed the day and year as 
above.

On June 24, 1763, I, the undersigned Capuchin 
apostolic priest, have baptized with the ordinary cere- 
monies of the Church Felicite, born on August 24, 1762, of 
the legitimate marriage of Jean LaLancette and Francoise 
Ficeau, her parents. The godfather was Mr. Donat Bello, 
navigator; the godmother Demoiselle Susanne Moreau who have 
signed with me the day and year as above.

son of Jean and Francoise, but this record is partially 

destroyed and obliterated in the St. Louis Cathedral 

records. 

In Volume II, p. 185, of Glenn Conrad's First Families of 
Louisiana, there is listed the name of Jean Fayard. The lengthy list of 
names, spanning the years 1720-1770, involves retirements, deaths and deser- 
tions from the military. It is not known why Jean's name is on the list, 
despite the fact that many others listed have the reasons given for having 
their names included. Inasmuch as we can feel reasonably sure that Jean did 
not desert the service, his name must have been included for reason of death 
or retirement from the service. Mr. Conrad's records seem to be from the 
originals in Paris, so there is no way to know just what the true reason was 
for Jean's name being included. Parisian records are generally copied and 
translated. verbatim. 


New Orleans was not a very large town in the mid 1700's, so it is 


not uncommon that many of the original Coast families, with origins or con- 


nections in New Orleans, would have known each other. The Lafontaines, Fisseaux, 


Panguinets, Fayards, Gargarets and Ladners all knew each other. This is at- 
tested to in the many sponsors at the baptisms and marriages of children in 
these families in New Orleans. And even more so does one find a closeness or 
affinity among these families along the Gulf Coast. 

Just exactly when the Fayards moved to Biloxi is not precisely 
known, but it must have been before April 28, 1784. On this particular date, 
the following grant was made by the Spanish to Jacques Mathurin (Ladner) and 
Nicolas Carcaux, the first parts of which are quoted to show that Louis 
Fayard already had property which bordered this grant. (Mobile, Alabama, 


Genealogical Library, Spanish Grants.) 
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To his honor, Henry Grimarest, Lieutenant Colonel of 
Infantry, Civil and Military Governor of the Town of 
Mobile and its District. 


James Mathurin and Nicholas Carceaux, inhabitants of 
this jurisdiction, humbly pray and wish to make your honor 
their most humble representations in order that you may be 
pleased to honor them with your protection. 


Your petitioners are desirous to establish and cultivate 


a piece of land lying and being at the Coast of Beloxy which 
has never been claimed by any person, bounded on the east 
by the mouth of the Bay of the Old Fort, on the West by 
Lewis Fayar and on the south by the Sea; situated on a 
Point called Point of Dumanon, which said tract contains 
about Eight Arpents in front; and, the same being property 
belonging to the Royal Domain of his Catholic Majesty; I 
dare hope, that your honor will be pleased to grant to your 
petitioners the tract of land prayed as above. In acknow- 
ledgement of which, your petitioners shall not cease in 
offering promises to heaven for the preservation of your 
honor's days. We remain with profound respect and entire 
submission, Sir, your most humble servants and subdued sub- 


jects. 


Mobile, twenty-eight of April, one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty-four 


After checking that the property belongs to no one, Henry 


Grimarest, Governor of Mobile, gives the following decision. 


Henry Grimarest, Lieutenant Colonel of Infantry, Civil 
and Military Governor of the Town of Mobile and its juris-— 
diction: 


By virtue. of the powers which the King, our Sovereign, 
has conferred upon me, I grant and confirm unto the said 
James Mathurin and Nicholas Carceaux the eight arpents of

Another grant was given to Angelique Fasiar on April 25, 1812 and 


reconfirmed on March 3, 1819. Angelique Fasiar was a Ladner, born February 


1753, the daughter of Jacques Mathurin Ladner and Marie Berda (BB II, p. 4, 


SLC). Her parents first made their home on Horn Island then moved to the 


Coast proper. Exactly where they stayed is still somewhat in question, but 


either Jacques I or his son, Jacques II, received the grant to what is now 


Point Cadet in Biloxi. Angelique married Jean Baptiste Fayard, son of Jean 


and Francoise.

Continuing with the family of Jean and Francoise, there is found 
Pierre, who married Suzanne Carco, widow of Damian Cony (MB 1,, p. 92, MOB); 
Felicite, who married Baptiste Fabre and seemed to make their home first in 
New Orleans, then in the Bay St. Louis area; Marie Louise, who seems to have 
first married Francois Carco (their daughter Francoise is listed as their 
legitimate daughter on her marriage record to Jean Baptiste Ladner (MB 2, p. 136 
Act 54, SLC) and a second time married to Jean Baptiste Baudrau (MB 2, p. 134 


SLC); Andre (BB III as listed above), who is not heard of after his recorded 


baptism; Pierre I, the first Pierre listed, who must have died for his parents 


to name another son by the same name; Marieanne, who married Francois Bourgeois 
and settled in the Bay St. Louis area. On his death she married Etienne Peroge

Louis Fayard and ibe wate Martha had seven children: Pierre 
(called Louis) (BB 1, p. 291, SLC), Judith (BB 1, p. 352, SLC), Jacques 
(BB 2, p. 86, SLC). Alexis (BB 2, p. 406, SLC), Ursin (BB 2, p. 86, SLC), 
Jean Baptiste (BB 2, p. 173, SLC). Pierre (or Louis) married Louise Necaise 
(BB 1, p. 352, SLC) and lived in the Bay St. Louis area; Judith married the 
widower, Andres Durocher of New Orleans (MB 1, p. 91, MOB) and they lived 
in New Orleans. Judith died there. Jacques married Cecilia Fayard, his 
first cousin (fathers are brothers) (BB 7, p. 100b, Act 568, SLC), then he 
married Gertrude Ryan, his first cousin (mothers are sisters); Alexis married 
Martha Ryan, his first cousin (mothers are sisters); Ursin married Genevieve 
Ryan, his first cousin (mothers are sisters); and Jean Baptiste, nothing 
more than his birth is known of him. 

Jean Baptiste Fayard and his wife Angelique Ladner had nine children: 


Genevieve (BB 1, p. 18, SLC), Rosalie (BB 1, p. 202, SLC), Jean (BB 1, p. 304, 


SLC), Cecile (NB 2, p. 57, SLC), Ana (BB 2, p. 176,SLC),Marie, Marguerite, 
Augustin (MB 1, p. 92a, MOB) and Manette. Genevieve, nothing known; Rosalie 
married Joseph Ladner (MB 1, p. 92a, MOB); Jean, nothing known about him 
after his baptism; Cecile married Jacques Fayard (see Louis' family above); 
Ana, nothing known; Marie married John Colley (BB 1, p. 1, #4 BIL);

From this union came Josephine Ryan who married Jean Baptiste 
Fountain. Born of Josephine and Jean Baptiste was Josephine Fountain who 
married Pierre Lepre. This last couple were the parents of the author's 
father. 

It is an understatement to say that the Fayards had much to do with 
the settlement of the Gulf Coast area. Linked by marriage to the other great 
Coast families, such as Carco, Ladner, Seymour, Caillavet, Morin, Ryan and 
Bosarge, the Fayards are numerous, but one outstanding event in the family's 
long history was an act by the family of Louis which deeded to the City of 
Biloxi the land on which the city cemetery is located. The loved ones of 
countless families have been laid to rest on the ground of the Fayard grant, 
sharing in the largesse of the Fayard family. The deed follows: 

This indenture made and entered into this 27th day of

The family numbered six known children:

Louis (called Pierre in several documents), Judith, Jacques, Alexis, Ursin and 
Jean Baptiste. Louis, Sr., must have made his living catching seafood, growing 
crops and trapping. Though several families were living in the general area 


(that of Nicholas Carco, Louis Caillavet, Jacque Ladner, Dorsette Richard, Dominique 


Ladner, Auguste Lafontaine), no large business of any kind was in existence. 


Louis' brother, Jean Baptiste, had married Angelique Ladner, daughter of Jacques 


Mathurin Ladner and Anna Berda. They, too, had a grant, next to that of Louis. 


It would seem that from the content of the papers to follow that Louis 
must have sold part of his grant to others. In any event the land in question 
forty 


involves four arpents by forty arpents and an adjoining one arpent by 


arpents, the front part of which was donated to the town of Biloxi as a place of 


burial. 


The documents used here are found as originals in the Harrison County 
Chancery Court Archives at Gulfport, Mississippi. They represent some of the 
oldest prime source material held by the County Archives. Though some words and 


abbreviations are illegible, most of the material is readable and presented here. 


The author descends from Louis, Jr., whose daughter, Virginia, married 
Joseph Moran of North Biloxi. Their daughter, Victoria, is the author's great 


grandmother, the wife of Louis Richard Boney from France. 


The documents have been placed in what seems to be a correct chrono- 


logical order, though there appears to be some difficulty at times regarding dates. 


The original request for partition is made by two of the three living children, 


Jean and Jacques. The judge, by way of the law, is quite careful to see that 


all heirs are included and do receive equal shares. Those who are still children, 


as in the case of the children of Louis, Jr., have an appointed Guardian, in 


the person of E. P. Fourniquet. Louis had died a short time after his father; 


probably in the early 1840's, since the children are described as "infants of 


tender years" in 1849. Louis, Sr., died about the year 1830.

Every twenty to thirty years another move is set afoot to obtain what 


was "rightfully" left to Coast people by some Choctaw Indian princess of years 


ago. The strength of this move has been seen twice in this century alone and, 


no doubt, will come up again before the end of the century. But where does it 


lead and who is benefitted? 


The following Daily Herald article appeared on August 3, 1910, giving 


us some idea as to what people will do to try to obtain what they think they are 


due. 


BILOXI PEOPLE CLAIM OKLAHOMA WEALTH 

Many heirs of hitherto unclaimed lands and money are 
said to be in Mississippi 
PARTY LEFT THIS MORNING TO SEE ABOUT THE CLAIMS 


Left Biloxi for Bay St. Louis to see lawyer seeking to 
find heirs to millions, according to kindred to departed 
Indians. 

Leaving Biloxi this morning for a trip to Bay St. Louis 
to see there an Indian lawyer who is seeking to adjust some 
big claims involving large sums of money, a party of persons 
residing across Back Bay this morning took the train on their 
way to seek ownership for the unclaimed wealth which, if ob- 
tained, would make them rich, it is said. 


The lawyer in mention sent for those who left for Bay 
St. Louis today and they are, according to all available in- 
formation, some of the heirs to which much of the property 
belongs. 

The local people called by the attorney are believed by 
him to be descendants of Indians who owned vast tracts on the 
Oklahoma reservation.
